DRAWS ATTENTION

Cpl. D. Cameron, R.C.M.P., in

FARMERS MUST 
CALL AT OFFICE 
FOR SIX-BIT BONUS 


In order to be eligible for the 
new 75c bonus, farmers must 
call at their municipal office to 
fill in the necessary applications. 
It is essential, says J. W. Halton, 
secretary of Rosebud Municipal 
District, that quota books are 
brought along when application 
is made. Farmers renting land 
must bring their lease with them 
when they come to the office. 

The bonus is payable on the 


cultivated acreage for the pre- . 


sent crop year of 1941. Payment 
will be made 60 per cent in De- 
cember and 40 per cent in March 
of next year. 


PARCELS FOR OVERSEAS 
MUST BE WITHIN LIMIT 
OF WEIGHTS ALLOWED

out that all parcels going out of 
Canada must havea Customs 
Slip filled in and signed by the 
sender, Also Mr. Mossop draws 
attention to the fact that limit 
weight of parcels to men serving 
overseas is 11 lbs. and to civil- 
ians is 5 lbs. Overweight in ei- 
ther case may cause the parcel 
to be confiscated by British au- 
thorities and divided among the 
civilian population.

Mossop states, is done in fair- 
ness to all so that as much parcel 
miail as possible can be dispatch- 
ed on each boat.

ITALIAN SHIPS 
DUCKED FIGHT 


Cruisers Turned Tail, 
Left Convoy. for 
British to Hammer 


LONDON, Nov. 12—An authorita- 
tive source said today two Italian 
eight-inch gun cruisers “undoubted- 
ly beat a hasty retreat” when Brit- 
ish warships attacked an Axis con- 
voy in the Mediterranean early 
Sunday morning. 

He said British warships “anni- 
hilated” 10 merchant ships and two 
Italian destroyers at a range of 
2,000 to 3,000 yards at a point 220 
miles south of Taranto and 160 
miles east of Messina. 

He said two other Italian destroy- 
ers which a British submarine tor- 
pedoed Sunday were escorting the 
same two Italian cruisers. 

He said the Italian cruisers might 
have been endeavoring to cover the 
two convoys which were merging 
and added: “In any case they left 
it to the close escorts to stand the 
rub. I take it they probably had 
in mind the Matapan battle. They 
didn’t know the strength of our 
forces and thought they might look 
in the other direction.” 

The British warships, he said, did 
not pick up’ any survivors as they 
were close to Axis air and sea bases 
and “had to make a quick getaway.” 
SHOWED FINE TRAINING 

For the same reason, he said, such 
action could only have been fought 
at night and its success showed 
the thi of training in the 
Royal Navy for night fighting.

Action Necessary to Stop Inflation based on the rise in the cost of living index p. y 


This Government action has been taken to 
prevent the inflation we knew in the last war, 
and its subsequent depression, unemployment 
and suffering. 

Every housewife knows that prices are 
rising, and rising prices, unless controlled, 
will make it more costly and difficult to finance 
the war. Rising prices, unchecked, will spread 
confusion in industry and trade; will hinder 
production and proper distribution of sup- 
plies; will make the cost of living rise more 
rapidly than wages and salaries; will lessen 
the value of eg will result in ence 3 
for almost everyone, and especially those wi 
small incomes. And the result of uncontrolled 
inflation, after the war, when prices drop, will 
again be depression and unemployment. 
Prices cannot be controlled without control 


for October 1941, above the index number 
used to determine the current amount of the 
bonus. 


Effective February 15, 1942, each employer 
who has not been paying a cost of living 
bonus must begin to pay a bonus based on the 
rise in the index between October, 1941, 
and January, 1942,unless ordered by the Board 
to base the bonus on the rise in the cost of 
living over a longer period. 

The bonus is calculated on the followin 
basis: For each rise of one point in the cost o 
living the amount of the bonus shall be 25 
cents per week, except for male workers under 
21 years of age and female workers, who, if 
employed at basic rates of less than $25.00 
per week, shall receive a bonus of 1 percent 
of their basic wage rates.

OTTAWA, Nov. 12—Canada’s 1941 
wheat crop was estimated today by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
at 302,626,000 bushels compared with 
551,390,000 in 1940. 

The figure was contained in the 
bureau’s second seasonal estimate 
and represented a decrease of 3, 
833,000 bushels from the first est- 
imate issued in September.
